$17,000,000 of Philippine bonds now in 
the hands of American bankers. 
Elimination of the special tax in the 
revenue bill. 
Passage of the “bills of lading” act, 
giving validity to bills of lading as in­ 
struments of credit. 
Passage of amendment to the fed­ 
eral reserve act designed to facilitate 
foreign trade through national banks 
by adding provisions permitting the in- 
vestment by national 
banks 
in 
the 
dock 
of 
banks or corporations en­ 
caged in foreign trade. 
Regarding par collections the report 
lays the committee is considering the 
urging of an amendment to tho federal 
•eserve act which will eliminate par 
collections and provide for reasonable 
•harges. 
The committee was instrumental, it

Mountain Grove, Mo., Sept. 28.—The 
movement of a hen is prim arily for the 
purpose of securing food, and second­ 
arily for protection for 
herself 
and 
her nest. 
W hen a hen’s appetite is satisfied 
she settles down in some quiet place 
and is content. 
If her appetite is not 
satisfied, she is restless and has a 
tendency to wander. Hens never w an­ 
der aimlessly or for exercise as peo­ 
ple do, but w ander in search of some 
element not .supplied in her feed ra­ 
tion. 
rI he hen which is m aking eggs needs 
more feed than the hen which is not 
making eggs. 
This explains why the 
hen which persists in getting out of a 
pen is usually a good hen. She has a 
good appetite and a determ ination to 
satisfy it. 
Experim ents show that the first and 
most im portant factor in keeping hens 
in a yard is to furnish all the elem ents 
of food necessary to supply the h en ’s 
needs. 
After the hen’s 
wants 
are 
supplied, the next point to be con­ 
sidered is the fence. 
A wire fence 
with no object on top for the hens to 
light on is the most satisfactory. 
The 
average 
poultry 
fences 
are 
four to five feet high. 
This is high 
enough for some hens, while others 
could go over fences three 
or 
four 
times that height, 
in order to prevent 
this, it is necessary either to clip the 
leathers or one wing or tie them so 
the bird cannot fly. 
Tying is better 
for show birds, as clipped wings dis­ 
qualify in shows. 
In the contests 
and 
experimental 
pens we find at least ten hens go un­ 
tie:* the fence or through open gates to 
one that goes over the fence. 
The 
most im portant factor 
is 
furnishing 
the proper conditions inside the yard 
to supply the hen’s needs.
